As the ship left the roadstead 
several Uruguayan war craft took 
up positions as escorts and accom-

Brazil has prepared an extensive 
program for the President-elect as 
a farewell to the good will tour 
which has carried him more than 
10,000 miles for the establishment 
of more cordial relations, which 
will be one of the major alms of 
his administration. 

Concluding his visit to Uruguay, 
Hoover carried from this. repub- 
lic deep impressions of its desire 
to contribute to the peace of the 
Americas. He gave expression to 
these impressions inf an exchange 
of speeches with President Cam- 
pisteguy at a farewell banquet 
which was attended by a distin- 
guished company of Uruguayans 
and North Americans. 

Hoover said that Uruguay dem- 
onstrated that the moral weight of 
nations is not based on size or 
numbers,

“T have hoped,” Hoover said,

we have been very near to it more than 
twice; and for the past year or two ad- 
mirals of both sides have been busy mak- 
ing comparisons of rival gun power, cruiser 
and battleship tonnage.

Not 
that way does salvation lie.

It lies in a courageous facing of the facts, 
not in an ostrich-like glossing over of what 
everybody knows to be taking place. It is 
of universal knowledge that relations be- 
tween Britain and America have been get- 
ting steadily worse. They were bad after 
the failure of the naval conference at Ge- 
neva last year. The incidents connected 
with the Anglo-French naval pact made 
them worse. Relatively trifling and unex- 
pected things, like the American inquiry 
into the management of a British ship on 
the high seas outside of American jurisdic- 
tion, add to the embittering process. 

There is taking place as between Britain 
and America very much what took place as 
between Britain and Germany in the decade 
that preceded the war. Germany set out to 
build a navy which could challenge that of 
Britain. Britain, believing and saying that 
her national life depended upon the rtmain- 
tenance of predominant sea power, regarded 
the German effort as a threat to her ex- 
istence, and proceeded to meet it with fur- 
ther power. Out of that competition came 
war.

America has made it plain that &he in- 
tends to possess a navy able, if needs be. to 
challenge that of Great Britain. It is true 
that the Anglo-American situation does not 
duplicate in every detail the Anglo-German. 
but the underlying fact of a competition 
which both fear to avow, or both deny, is 
identical. And ff the assumptions upon 
which we have heretofore based our claims 
to predominance at sea are sound, they are 
sound as against the United States. Fur- 
thermore, the United States has a theory of 
national security and right, related to sea 
power, just as definite as that upon which 
Britain has heretofore acted. Only the 
American theory of rights at sea happens 
to be tn irreconcilable eonflict’ with the 
British theory of sea right. 

America claims the right, whether Britain

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Some British publicists, writing on this 
Subject, seem to take the view that Ameri- 
cans cannot possibly be serious when they 
speak of the protection of their trade and 
sea rights by their navy. Americans take 
these rights extremely seriously. It is not 
merely the material issues of trade and 
profits involved. National pride, the plea 
that a virile and mighty people outht to 
“stand up for their rights” and not su- 
pinely let them go by default, enters in.

Plenty of Milk. 

Every institution has a herd of 
pure bred Hereford cattle and a 
dairy barn as clean as any to: be 
found. The herds are in charge 
of graduates of the Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Milking is by 
machinery and the milk is bottled, 
never coming into contact with the 
hands of employes. In most of 
the institutions the herds produce 
enough milk for each patient to 
have a half-pint bottle at each 
meal if he cares for it. 


Nearly all the hospitals raise 
enough hogs to supply the pork 
needed. There are large flocks of 
chickens. The fields produce the 
fodder for the herds and the gar- 
dens provide enough fresh vegeta- 
bles for use during the season. Al- 
most enough are canned to last 
through the winter months. 

Under the old local board system 
purchases were made for each hos- 


in the town where the hospital was 
located, and most of them charg- 
ing retail prices. Now  suppli¢s 
are bought direct from wholesalers 
under sealed bids. 

Since the change in the system 
of management there has been 
only one scandal of sufficient pro- 
portions to attract public atten- 
tion. That was at Nevada, where 
Gov. Baker directed the appoint- 
ment of Luther Wilson, a personal 
friend and political supporter, as 
steward in charge of the financial 
affairs. Under Wilson, the insti- 
tution was plunged about $100,000 
in debt, and auditors sent there 
reported grave irregularities. The 
board straightened matters out by 
accepting Wilson's resignation, and 
reorganizing the entire staff, send- 
ing Dr. Parker from St. Joseph to 
take charge.

Interviewed in The American 
Dr. Bundesen, who has 
made an astonishing record in his 
/own city for lowering tks swath 
| rate, first gave what he considered 
'one of the surest recipes for tak- 
‘ing a cold and then outlined sev- 
'eral simple methods by which it 
| might be prevented. 

“I find that I can nearly always 
bring on a cold,” he said, “if I stay 
| indoors for four or five days, allow 
| myself to become constipated, or 
| stay for any length of time in hot, 

stuffy rooms.” 

Dr. Bundesen lists several im- 
| portant things to know if one is to 
/avoid colds—these being tha. first 

of all a cold is caught from some- 
one who has one; second, that a 
majority of all colds can be avoid- 
ed if one lives right and gets 
enough fresh air and sunshine; 
third, that a cold can be broken up 
if it does not get too good a start. 

“Alkaline your system,” is the 
advice of the doctor to those who 
would break up a cold at its very 
| beginning. To accomplish this he 
Suggests baking soda in a glass of 
| water, followed by calcium tablets. 
| This treatment is followed at regu- 
lar intervals and the patient is cau- 
tioned to eat no acid foods.
